4,000 feared dead in Romanian quake 


B U C H A R E S T , 
R o m a n i a 


(UPD—The government and people of 
Romania struggled Sunday to recover 
from the earthquake that devastated 
this Eastern European capital. Hospi- 
tal officials said 4,000 or more persons 
died in the disaster, which may have 
left more than 80,000 persons home- 
less. 


Romania appealed to the United 


States and the United Nations to send 
medical supplies and other relief. 


The government, counting the casu- 


alties with strictest caution, officially 
confirmed 746 dead, most of them in 
this stunned capital. Another 5,692 
persons were injured, nearly half of 
them seriously. 


But hospital officials and foreign 


medical students working in the city's 
40 hospitals estimated the toll of dead 
would go over 4,000. They said 1,000 
dead were in one hospital alone. 


F O R E I G N MINISTER Manea 


Macovescu summoned U.S. Ambassa- 


dor Harry G. Barnes Jr. and formally 
requested American medicine and 
medical supplies, some of which prob- 
ably will be sent from Italy. Barnes 
offered $25,000 worth of aid Saturday, 
France and West Germany also were 
expected to help. 


In Washington, a spokesman for the 


U.S. Agency for International Devel- 
opment said its office of foreign dis- 
aster assistance was reviewing Ro- 
mania's request for antibiotics, medi- 
cines and medical equipment. A sim- 


ilar request went to the United Na- 
tions, he said. 


The government said 12,073 apart- 


ment units or houses, 195 factories 
and 311 barns were destroyed or dam- 
aged heavily in the earthquake Friday 
night, which registered 7.2 on the 
Richber scale. 


But Western diplomats said 20,000 


apartments in Bucharest alone were 
destroyed or damaged so badly they 
were uninhabitable. About a dozen 
buildings collapsed. 


The earthquake, apparently 
cen- 


tered 60 miles below the earth at a 
point 65 miles northeast of Bucharest 
and felt in a wide path from Rome to 
Moscow, was the worst to hit this re- 
gion since 1922. 


DIPLOMATS ESTIMATED at least 


80,000 persons in Bucharest were 
homeless, along with probably thou- 
sands of others elsewhere along the 
path of the quake's shock waves.

Bill Doeringsfeld gazed out the win- 


dow of the helicopter and watched a 
lake being born. 


The glass was streaked with rain, a 


' light drizzle that wouldn't even cancel 
a ballgame. 


But it was falling over 32,000 acres 


of subdivisions and parking lots and 
highways in places like Palatine and 
Inverness and Hoffman Estates. By 
the time if all reaches the lake, the 
drizzle will have added up to millions 
of gallons of water. 


DOERINGSFELD NODDED toward 


a black mound on the left and spoke 
into the mouthpiece of the helicopter's 
intercom. 


That's most of the dirt excavated to 


form the Busse Woods Reservoir, he, 
said, and it will become the winter 
sports hill. 


Doeringsfeld is the resident engi- 


neer at the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation Division of Water Resources 
office in Schaumburg. 


AND HE IS married to this project. 
The project, which is part of the Salt 


Creek Watershed flood control plan, 
eventually will transform the 589- 
manmade lake into a recreation area, 
complete with boating, fishing, pic- 
nicking and hiking. 


"By this fall," Doeringsfeld said, 


"this whole thing should be in oper- 
ation." 


He remembers when it all was'just 


getting started, when the first dirt 
was dug away back in late 1973. Back 
then, when he took flights over the 
area, it was all trees. 


"THAT'S WHY I'm so interested in 


'the project. You become married to 
the project." he said. "Oh, the wild- 
life that's going to be out here when 
this is done, it's going to be fantas- 
tic." 


The excavation work and the con- 


struction of the three dams in the 
3,600-acre Busse Woods area in Elk 
Grove Township was completed last 
fall. Since then, it's been a matter of 
waiting for the rain to fill up the lake. 


When filled, it will have a max- 


imum 10-foot depth, and Doeringsfeld 
says about three feet of water is 
needed. 


"I WOULD SAY when we get two 


inches of rain, it will be filled up," he 
said. "It's hard to say. It could be 
tomorrow if the rain keeps up. You 
don't know." 


The reason only two inches of rain 


are needed is that those two inches 
would cover the 32,000 acres that 
m a k e up the watershed, 
which 


spreads' from Inverness and Palatine 
to the north to Hoffman Estates and 
Schaumburg on the southwest. 


Most of the rain that falls into that 


area eventually drains southeast. It 
used to be that it would flood Elk 
Grove Village. Now, the dams will 
trao it in the reservoir. 


If it rains in Inverness today, Doe- 


ringsfeld points out, most of that wa- 
ter will be in the lake tomorrow or by 
the day after tomorrow. 


AFTER THE $7.5 million reservoir 


is filled, he says, the forest preserve 


district, which will install most of the 
recreational facilities, plans to have it 
drained through the dams down- 
stream. 
»It is a process that will take weeks, 
Doeringsfeld says. 


The forest preserve then plans to 


poison off the "rough fish," he says, 
and after the lake is refilled, it will be 
stocked with game fish. 


The reservoir work is the major 


part of the flood control project. Even 
after it is finished, the Soil and Water 
Conservation District will be doing 
channel work upstream. 


Doeringsfeld will not be as involved 


in that work. When the lake projct-is 
completed, he will have more time .to 
spend on other flood projects through- 
out the area. 


But he said he thinks of the future 


and what the lake will hold, and he 
said he thinks it will remain some- 
thing special to him. 


"You can take your grandchildren 


out," he said, "and say, 'I had a hand 
in that.' " 


42 callers enjoy chat with Carter 


by United Press International 


Americans tried an estimated 9'/2 


million times to telephone the Oval 
Office Saturday, but most of the lucky 
42 who won President Carter's ear for 
a few minutes think it was all worth 
the effort. 


They were "honored, pleased" and 


"satisfied" with the experience. And 
so, it seemed, was the President. 


After two hours of unprecendented 


grilling from the electorate, Carter 
confided to CBS correspondent Walter 
Cronkite over nationwide radio that 
his inclination "would be to do this 
again in the future." 


DALE BUTKOVITZ, 31, a truck 


driver from Peru, 111., who asked Car- 
ter about coffee prices Saturday, 
agreed the "Ask President Carter" 
talk show broadcast on CBS was 


"really a good thing. It helps the 
people keep in touch with their Presi- 
dent. I can't see any better way of 
knowing what's going on about your 
^government than hearing it from the 
President himself." 


An estimated 9 million to 9.5 million 


attempts were made to phone Carter 
during the hours lines were open to 
the talk show. 


W h i t e House spokesman John 


Drummond said this did not represent 
the number of individuals who tried to 
call, however, since many citizens 
tried 10 or more times ,to beat the 
busy signal on the toll-free number. 


Joseph Willman, the first caller to 


reach the Oval Office, said afterward 
at his home in Sterling Heights, 
Mich., that he did not vote for Carter 
last November, "but so far I'm kind 


of 
kicking 
myself. He's coming 


through with this closeness to the 
people and other little things." 


RITA KARATJAS' question on dro]V 


ping the tax on unearned income 
stumped the President, but the Joliet, 
111., housewife was sympathetic. 


"I was happy to be able to talk to 


the President. I was a little dis- 
appointed he couldn't address himself 
to the problem, but I understand 
why." 


"I thought it (the program) was ter- 


rific," she said. "I'd like to see him 
do this at least once a month." 


Nick Kniska, a 16-year-old Lanham, 


Md., high school student who asked a 
question about son Chip Carter that 
resulted in the President's statement 
that he and his relatives aren't 


"mooching" off the public, expects to 
be noticed in school Monday. 


"IT'S SOMETHING I'll never for- 


get,' he said in an interview later. 
"All the radio stations in the area 
have been calling and I'm going to be 
on TV." 


Susan Allen, 12, from Cheyenne,

Carter did "a real good job," she 


said. "I thought he was really hon- 
est."

I'm falling down and I've 
got to get out " 


COWDEN AND the former Geneva 


Webb of Maryville, Tenn., were mar- 
ried Saturday on a stage set up on a 
football field, where the 18th annual 
Opp Rattlesnake Rodeo was staged. 


The bride, dressed in a blue pants 


suit, and the mustached Cowden, 
dressed in blue slacks and a black 
cowboy shirt, said their "I do's" be- 
fore 3,000 spectators gathered in 
stands. The crowd roared its approval 
when Cowden kissed his new bride. 


Following the ceremony, Cowden 


walked to a tent where, for 50 cents 
each, spectators could watch the five 
rattlesnakes crawling around on him 
while he lay in a 7 by 4 foot box. 


"You've got to train yourself not to 


move," Cowden said. "Even if you're 
bitten by a snake, you've got to move 
slowly. They get riled by movement." 


Cowden has been bitten nine times 


— the last time 32 months ago. That 
bite left a banana-size indentation on 
his right leg and forced him to aban- 
don his act for two years while he 
irecovered. 


The rodeo also featured rattlesnake 


races and a demonstration of rattle- 
snake milking — which involves get- 
ting the reptile angry enough to strike 
and then getting out of the way in 
time for the venom to fall harmlessly 
into a glass.

begins two months in advance, in ary 
snake-infested area of the hunter1!

"Of course it bothers me," said the 


new Mrs. Cowden as she joined the 
spectators who were watching the 


snakes crawl over her 
husband. 


"But," she added philosophically, 
"that's his job. Other people can get 
hit by-a car 10 minufes.after they get 
married." 


Cowden had his honeymoon planned 


well in advance. 


"We'll go home," he said, "get a 


camper and go down to Florida for a 
week and lie on the sand — where 
there are no snakes."

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A-bomb use considered 
in Korea: Senate papers 


WASHINGTON <UPI> - American 


military leaders considered using the 
atomic bomb during the Korean War, 
but did not find any strategic targets 
worthwhile, according to Senate docu- 
ments released Sunday. 


The Joint Chiefs of Staff also rec- 


ommended the Eisenhower adminis- 
tration use Nationalist Chinese forces 
in combat, and considered blockading 
China and bombing Chinese airfields 
and production centers, the docu- 
ments show, although such acts might 


have drawn the Soviet Union into the 
war. 


"We have discussed many times the 


use of the atomic bomb, tactically," 
Gen. Omar Bradley, then chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, told the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations Committee in 
closed door testimony Feb. 10,1953. 


THE TESTIMONY was released 


Sunday by the committee. 


"Of course, you know there are no 


strffegic targets worth mentioning in 
Korea," Bradley told the panel. "We 


Supreme Court lauded 
for more conservatism 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The U.S. 


Supreme Court is doing better now 
philosophically than under the late 
Chief Justice Earl Warren, but its 
opinions still are too long and fuzzy, 
according to a survey of about 500 
judges and leading lawyers. 


US. News and World Report sent 


questionnaires to all SO federal judg- 
es, about 322 state judges, leading 
lawyers in the organized bar and oth- 
er attorneys. Replies were received 
from about one-third of the 1,500 who 
received questionnaires and are out- 
lined in the weekly magazine's March 
7 Issue. 


WHILE THE survey found unani- 


mous agreement that the present 
court under Chief Justice Warren Bur- 
ger is more conservative than Earl 
Warren's "activist" court, "81 per 


cent of those questioned said they ap- 
prove of the change 


Nearly 41 per cent still say the 


court has a tendency to make judg- 
ments better left to legislators or the 
executive, it said. 


A large majority gave the court's 


written opinions a rating of "high" or 
"average" for quality, but 75.2 per 
cent found the opinions are often too 
long, 65 3 per cent said they often are 
unclear and 62.9 per cent said lack of 
clarity often creates serious con- 
fusion and misinterpretation 


Twenty per cent of those polled re- 


fused 'o rate the opinion writing of 
individual members, but those who 
did gave first place to Justice Lewis 
Powell, a former Richmond lawyer 
with no previous judicial experience.

Amin purge smashes opposition 


NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - Presi- 


d e n t Idi Amin apparently has 
smashed all underground opposition 
to his regime in a bloody purge of the 
Acholi and Lango tribes and Ugandan 
Christians, exile sources said Sunday. 


Five Anglican bishops and an assist- 


ant bishop, more than on-third of the 
church hierarchy, also have fled or 
have been deported from Uganda dur- 
ing the current crisis, church officials 
said. 


In a weekend interview, Amin again 


accused the United States of planning 
to invade Uganda and said he was 
shocked by President Carter's recent 
criticism of him. 
/ 


HE DENIED REPORTS that 2,000 


Cuban military and civilian tech- 
nicians had arrived in Uganda, but 
said he would welcome such support 
in the future. 


Uganda Sunday released an Ameri- 


can freelance journalist, David Sief- 
kin, 26, after holding him in jail for 
several days on unspecified charges. 


Siefkin said he was treated well and 


was allowed to join a group of foreign 
journalists who are in Uganda at the 
invitation of the government. Uganda 
planned to expel several "unflesi- 
rable" tourists shortly, officials said. 


Exile sources in East Africa said 


Amin stifled underground opposition 
and assassination plots against hm 
during a six-week purge in which 
hundreds and possibly thousands of 
persons on a special "death list" were 
killed 


THESE SOURCES reported various 


clandestine intelligence networks that 
survived previous purges had col- 
lapsed, and their operatives had dis- 


appeared "We can only believe the 
worst," one source said. 


These reports coincided with infor- 


mation that five Anglican bishops and 
an assistant bishop have fled or been 
forced out of Uganda during the cur- 
rent troubles. The remaining 10 bish- 
ops and two assistant bishops are 
"virtual hostages" and the church ad- 
ministration headquarters in Kampala 
has collapsed. 


The Right Rev.. Brian Herd, the 


only white bishop in Uganda, was de- 
ported Friday, joining four other bish- 
ops who had fled or been forced to 
leave Uganda following the suspicious 
death of Archbishop Janani Luwum 
last month. 


The church says the archbishop was 


murdered, but Uganda said he was 
killed accidentally in an auto crash.

A plane whose single engine was sputtering crashed into a facto- 


ry and touched off a fire on the southwest side of Chicago Sunday, 
killing one occupant and seriously injuring two others. The plane 
severed power lines when it came down two miles northeast of 
Midway Airport. It tore through the wall of the one-story brick 
International Can Co. and the Midwest Can Co., igniting a four- 
alarm fire. 


One occupant, Victor Amodeo, 23, of Chicago, was pronounced 


dead on arrival at St. Anthony Hospital. Two other men aboard the 
plane, which had departed from Midway Airport 10 minutes ear- 
lier, were injured seriously. Thomas Kusek, 24, Chicago, was ga- 
ken by helicopter to the burn unit at Cook County Hospital where 
he was in critical condition with burns over most of his body. A St. 
Anthony Hospital spokesman said the man taken there was 
screaming with pain and unable to give his name. 


Nick Molsen, chief traffic controller at Midway, said the pilot 


radioed minutes after takeoff that "he was having engine trouble 
and he was coming back in for a landing immediately." "He was 
cleared for a landing on any runway immediately and apparently 
he didn't make it," Molsen said. When the plane exploded, it 
Ignited between 50 and 60 gallons of alcohol in the rear of the 
building, police Commander John Haberkorn Jr. said. He said four 
can company employes were in the rear of the building but they 
escaped unharmed.

With less than a minute to play, the 


Heritage Park Celtics called time out. 
Trailing their Arlington Heights Park 
District opponents 30-34, the Celtics' 
perfect record was on the line. 


A special play was in order as the 


12' and 13-year-old roundballers as- 
sembled at their bench In the small 
Heritage Park gymnasium. 


They had the jitters — some paced 


back and forth, another kicked a 
chair. But cool and calm in the 
middle of the huddle was their coach, 
mapping out his team's last-minute 
strategy. 


For unknowing spectators, it looks 


as if the Celtics have no coach. The 
other teams' coaches are easily Iden- 
tifiable, since most of them are fa- 
thers of players. But the Celtics 
couldn't find a father to take the job 
and settled on one of their own: Matt 
Bryza, 13, a 5-foot-3, 90-pounder, who 
otherwise would only be noticed by 
his long platinum blond hair. 


SHORTER THAN most of his team- 


mate-players, Matt is easily hidden 
when the team huddles. There he 
rules mostly by consensus, but still is 
left with making some important deci- 
sions. 


They apparently have been good 


ones. The Celtics won their first eight 
games — in each case, by at least 10 
points. They are proudest of a recent 
82-14 victory. 


Few coaches can claim such stunn- 


ing debuts. 


"We made Matt the coach because 


he was the best organized and the fa- 
vorite of most all the kids," said Scott 
McDonald, a teammate. 


DUE TO A well-organized system 


for lineup changes, the Celtics have 
not been plagued by dissension. "We 
all play about the same amount, un- 
less we're having a bad game and 
then the firs' team will go in more," 
McDonald said. 


With his red clipboard in hand, Matt 


arrives at games with preset lineups 
and pencil-drawn statistics sheets. 
Unlike most coaches who crave pub- 
licity Matt reacts nervously to inter- 
views with the press, preferring in- 
stead to let his players speak. 


"I just try to make it as fair as I 


can and put the people we really need 
in there the most," Matt said. 


Before each game he is more con- 


cerned with directing his team's 
warmup drills and setting the Celtics' 
defense. 


When he's not playing, the young 


coach yelis encouragement to his 
friends: "Mike, you got two fouls, 
cool it a little;" "Jeff, you got to pen- 
etrate more;" "Scott, don't let 'em 
through." 


WHILE THE CELTICS were win- 


ning big, coaching his peers was easy 
for Matt, but at his team's next-to-last 
game, the chore became more diffi- 
cult, As the Celtics' large lead was 
whittled away, the young coach be- 
came tense. With a minute left to 
play, his team was losing. 


Matt squirmed nervously during the 


last-minute timeout, not sure what the 
Celtics should do. "Get the ball to 
Mike (Schamberger)," was the deci- 
sion. 


And his team did just that and Mike 


scored to tie the game, But the oppo- 
nents scored two more times to defeat 
the Celtics, 40-36. 


But no one blamed the coach. They 


were sure they would have won if 
their star player had not been absent. 


Matt, as most coaches after defeats, 


preferred not to talk about it and in- 
stead had his team looking forward to 
the next game. And with revenge in 
mind, the Celtics ended their season 
with a 1-point victory over the same 
team that five days earlier had ruined 
their perfect record. 


All in all, Matt Bryza's first year as 


a coach must be considered a success.

Fiscal realism 
in state budget 


Gov. James R. Thompson has 


presented his first state budget 
— a document that is tight but 
realistic, which acknowledges 
that the financial "state of the 
state" has deteriorated in recent 
years. 


The budget and Thompson's 


budget message make it clear 
that the Illinois General Assem- 
bly must exercise fiscal re- 
straint. Revenue is not available 
for many of the state's needs. 


Because it is so tight, the 


budget satisfies none but the 
m o s t dedicated fiscal con- 
servatives. 
It is clear that 


Thompson is not kidding when 
he says this will be a year of 
sacrifice. 


At the same time, his sugges- 
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lion that the state may need to 
hike gas taxes and license fees 
is a good step toward leading the 
legislature to face up to its re- 
sponsibility to consider the need 
for new revenue. 


The problems with Thomp- 


son's budget are clear. State 
workers are already discussing 
a strike because the budget does 
not call for a cost of living in- 
crease. School officials are lam- 
enting that the state school aid 
formula 
will go underfunded 


again this year. Some state 
agencies are being asked to 
continue their operations with no 
budget increases at all. 


At the same time he has called 


for sacrifice, Thompson has an- 
nounced he will ask Lt. Gov. 
Dave O'Neal to head a task 
force to review programs man- 
dated by legislation. 


Such mandates often add to 


the cost of government, particu- 
larly at the local level. A review 
of these programs is long over- 
due. 


None of Thompson's reab'sm 


will do any good, however, if 
the legislature behaves irrespon- 
sibly, adding funds for programs 
with only the hope that more 
revenue will be available. 


Until and unless the state's 


leaders are ready to face a tax 
i n c r e a s e — something that 
seems unlikely with a state elec- 
tion looming in 1978 — tight 
budgets will have to be the rule.

Thompson in his call for fiscal 
responsibility. 


Expense hike unneeded 


Illinois lawmakers set 
the 


wrong tone last week as they be- 
gan considering raising their ex- 
pense accounts immediately af- 
11' r Gov. James Thompson 
called for fiscal austerity. 


Amid all the justifications of- 


fered for the expense increase, 
there was a woeful lack of un- 
derstanding that such an in- 
crease is inappropriate during a 
"year of sacrifice." 


The increases would cost $1.3 


million based on the length and 
frequency of last year's legisla- 
tive session. That amount is not 
a- major dent in a $10 billion 
state budget, but it will give spe- 
cial interest groups considerable 
ammunition as they press the 
state for more funds.

justified, since the Illinois State 
Chamber of pommerce says the 
lower rate is the most commonly 
accepted by business. 


The increase from $36 to $44 in

On the other hand, the Trinity, as 


taught, is that the three persons are 
one. The mystery is beyond mortal 
understanding, but it would be even 
more difficult to comprehend that two 
are male and one is female. 


I HAVE SPENT considerable years 


of my life in Jerusalem and Nazareth 
and elsewhere researching two books. 
One was called "The Day Christ Was 
Born." The other was "The Day 
Christ Died." The work does not 
make me an authority — just a stu- 
dent. 


The ministry of Jesus, I am con- 


vinced, encompassed a little less than 
three years. As the Son of God He 
trod the hills of Judea preaching to 
His chosen people, the Jews. The 
crowds gathered around Him to ques- 
tion His doctrines, to adore Him, to 
revile Him as a faker, were mostly 
male. 


Female Jews, under the ancient 


laws, were too modest to be seen in 
street gatherings. They were not per-, 
mitted to sit on the same floor with 
males in synagogues. 


HE CHOSE t2 apostles — all men. 


No one pretends to understand why

the inner group was not composed of 
six men and six women. History 
teaches that all of them were male 
and all fairly average men 


The best preacher of all, the one 


who might have been the 13th apostle, 
didn't meet Jesus. He was a man, 
Paul. A study of the Bible suggests 
that Jesus set women apart from the 
rest of mankind; that they were held 
in a special reverential position. 


When He preached, He took his 


mother with Him. It was at her behest 
that He performed his first miracle 
— the changing of water into wine. 
Nor would He countenance leaving 
her alone when He died. She was giv- 
en in John's care: "Mother, behold 
thy son. son behold thy mother." 


According to the gospels, He wept 


but once. When Mary and Martha told 
Him that His friend Lazarus was 
dead, they were in tears,. "Jesus 
wept." No man made Him weep. 


A JEWISH WOMAN, taken in adul- 


tery, was about to be stoned to death. 
There was no doubt about her guilt. 
The punishment was clear in the Old 
Testament. And yet, moved to pity be- 
cause it was a woman, He acknowl- 
edged the justice of the punishment 
and murmured: "Ye who are without 
sin cast the first stone " 


All the way, it seems to me, Jesus 


was following the ancient Hebraic law 
of setting women apart from the som- 
ber responsibilities of the men. Men 
were not ordained to perform the mir- 
acle of birth — women were. 


The Vatican interprets the law, as 


the ancient Sanhedrin did. Paul VI 
approved a document which states 
that women will not be ordained as 
priests. And yet, inside the Vatican, of 
3,000 employes, 250 are women. 


THEY HOLD responsible posts. The 


highest rank at the present is held by 
Sister Thaddea Kelly of San Fran- 
cisco. She is an "ufficiale maggaore," 
a senior official. She deals with the 
rules of religious and mis</onary com- 
munities. There are highly placed 
laity, too. 


One such woman, Marjorie Weeke 


of Whittier, California, holds the rank 
of "adetto" — attache or officer — on 
the pontifical commission for social 
communications. She thinks "male 
chauvinism has disappeared" since 
Vatican Council II. Her phrasing, to 
be charitable, is unfortunate 


And yet there is one little jot of dis- 


crimination left in the Vatican. One 
you never hear about. 


The Holy See pays equal pay to 


women for equal work. However, it 
pays nuns less than other women. The 
reason is that nuns are not eligible to 
receive family bonuses. Also they are 
given free room and board. 


In the main, the Catholic Church 


seems to exalt women. For 20 cen- 
turies, its backbone has been women. 
It is they who do the work, raise the 
funds, and send their men off to 
church.

Canada in turmoil 


Secession possible for Quebec

(First in a series) 


Rene Levesque did not sweep the 


Parti Quebecois into power on Nov. 15 
by concentrating on separatism. 


It was George Bourassa, Quebec's 


Liberal Party leader who told Quebe- 
cers to vote Liberal and keep the sep- 
aratists out. Levesque having opened 
Ins campaign with the promise of 
a referendum in two years to decide 
on separatism, went on to slaughter 
the Liberals with charges of bad gov- 
ernment and scarcely another word 
about separatism. 


Since Levesque was never fighting 


for immediate separatism, it is rather 
Jesuitical to claim that 40 per cent of 
the popular vote for the Parti Que- 
becois is tantamount to a rejection of 
separatism. The party is committed 
to secession and will make a mandate 
for it two years from now. 


MEANTIME they will show Canda 


and the world how much better they 
can run Quebec than the "corrupt" 
Liberals and the failing Bourassa, and 
will embark on the enormous job of 
trying to teach the majority of Quebe- 
cers who are not of the party's think- 
ing what separatism will involve. 


Rene Levesque is indeed a nice 


man; but he has preached separatism 
for half a lifetime and he is now polit- 
ically able and compelled to go for.it. 


Separatism is no longer the subject 


matter • for some exciting romantic 
seminar, like the hundreds he has

presided over. It is a tough realpolitik 
policy, and if he were to show the

THERE IS MORE the the Parti 


Quebecois victory than Quebec's pos- 
sible secession from Canadian con- 
federation Canada's prime minister, 
Pierre Trudeau, has been taking a 
rather lofty line: the people of Quebec 
chose a new government, not a new 
country, on Nov. 15. He is not there to 
negotiate the secession of Quebec. But 
he has rightly recognized that there is 
a crisis of decision, not just for Que- 
bec, but for the whole of Canada. 


Do Canadians want to live together 


in one civil society? Can they solve, in 
this generation, the questions, as 
Trudeau defines them, of language, 
rights, regional disparity and social 
justice' Would the Parti Quebecois be 
acting illegally, as the prime minister 
has asserted, if it took Quebec out of 
confederation? 


Resort to force against Quebec 


would surely be unthinkable (and un- 
successful); so too would be the sur- 
vival of Canada if Quebec were to se- 
cede. 


WHAT WOULD separatism mean? 


Levesque's line has always been that 
independent status for Quebec would 
not mean total separation so much as 
a common association between two 
"countries," Quebec and the rest of 
Canada. He seems clear about com- 
mon defense. He promises free pas- 
sage on the St. Lawrence. He seems 
less clear about a common monetary 
system ( a central bank for Quebec, 
running a Quebec dollar at par with 
the Canadian dollar?) but insists on 
total Quebec control over taxes, gov- 
ernment programs, companies and 


banks, broadcasting and television. 


He assumes that this can be done 


peacefully, which ultimately is prob- 
able, since the rest of Canada would 
never take up arms to keep an unwill- 
ing Quebec within confederation. So, 
constitutionally legitimate or not, an 
independent Quebec is conceivable. 


It would break Canada into,pieces, 


with the western provinces throwing 
in their lot with the United States, and 
the poor Maritimes left with less hope 
than they ever had in Canada. 


AND QUEBEC itself? To live in a 


lung of a country that it had already 
sundered? To join New England? to 
lapse, for want of the enormous in- 
vestment funds that it has been enjoy- 
ing, into old French-Canadian ways, 
with its industry in decline and its 
c o m m e r c i a l center of Montreal 
serving an empty province? 


Jacques Parizeau, the financial 


minister of the new government, 
mixes vagueness with thrilats. A few 
meetings with the money people 
would show them that the Parti Que- 
becois are not fools. The Caisse de 
Depot can buy up any Quebec bonds 
that anybody is silly enough to dump. 
Montreal is not a shell anyway since 
the big groups have left — they will 
have to come back. 


Companies that want Quebec gov- 


ernment business will have to invest 
there.Good government, and a lot 
more of it, is what thie British-looking 
zealot for independence intends, as he 
prepares the way for the day of deci- 
sion. 


He, like his associates, is totally 


single-minded about' that, and pre- 
pared to ride out any economic storm 
or crisis of confidence until he reach- 
es his end.

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Old gray offices turning 
to brighter design spaces

There was a time when office work- 


ers expected to spend eight hours each 
day sitting at faded gray desks sand- 
wiched into cubbyholes or lined up in 
rows. Most likely, these employes of 
yesteryear worked amidst the clatter 
of business machines and the glare of 
overhead lights. 


Today, an increasing number of com- 


panies have traded the office blahs 
for a more efficient and pleasant 
work environment, said design spe- 
cialist Margaret Dennis. As vice pres- 
ident of Business Interiors, Inc., 2250 
Mannheim Road, Des Plaines, Ms. 
Dennis has counseled business execu- 
tives from coast to coast. 


"Our biggest challenge is to create 


a pleasant environment," Ms. Dennis 
said. "It's not necessarily more ex- 
pensive. But it does make a differ- 
ence. After ail, you're going to spend 
eight hours a day or more at work. 
Why not have an efficient, pleasant 
place'" 


Contemporary office design is "a 


marvelous investment for a com- 
pany," Ms. Dennis said. Space-saving 
vertical storage systems for example, 
can Increase available floor space by 
25 per cent In some locations. And a 
spruced-up office or plan means im- 
proved employe morale and produc- 
tivity "People work better when they 
feel better," she said. 


IN THE OPEN PLAN adopted by 


many companies, cramped cubbyhole 
offices are eliminated In favor of one 
large, open work space. Typically, 
clusters of work areas and traffic pat- 
terns are defined by privacy or land- 
scape panels. 


The low partitions create the atmos- 


phere of individual offices when a per- 
son is seated at a desk. Files, lighting 
fixtures and other accessories may be 
hung on the neutral or colored panels. 


Lighting suited to individual needs 


and acoustical planning softens the 
sights and sounds in an office en- 
vironment. 


The open plan allows efficient space 


design suited to the office functions. 
Lighting and heating costs can be 
trimmed In comparison to a tradition- 
al office design, Ms. Dennis said. 


"FUNCTION AND flexibility are 


Important," Ms. Dennis said. "Most 
company executives, where the open 
plan is used, find they will move BO 
per cent of their employes in the fif-t 
year. Movable partitions and lighting 
fixtures make the transition a rela- 
tively smooth job, she said. 


Good design starts from the Inside 


out, Ms. Dennis said. A Business Inte- 
riors designer generally plans an of- 
fice landscape before construction of 
a new building starts. In an older of- 
fice, the area may be torn down be- 
fore a new space plan is achieved.

Miner freed; hope 
dims for others 


Rescuers in Tower City, Pa. Sunday freed Ronald Adley from the 


depths of Brookside Mountain after five days, but federal officials 
said there was little chance five other miners trapped in Kocher 
Coal Co.'s Porter Tunnel were still alive. "Chances are dim, I 
have to be honest with you," said John Shutack, federal mine 
safety official. "I have to be honest with you. But we're not giving 
up hope." Shutack said sensitive seismic devices on the mountain 
has failed to pick up the tapping that would indicate the men, 
trapped like Adley since Tuesday, were alive. 


Rescuers freed Adley, 37, from the depths of the mine earlier in 


the day, but his triumph was saddened by the discovery of two 
dead comrades whose bodies were found nearby. The death toll 
rose to four when rescuers located the bodies of Ralph Renninger, 
40, of Donaldson, and an unidentified miner. Renninger's body was 
removed from the mine. Attempts to remove the body of the un- 
identified miner have been stalled by treacherous conditions.

Left with little hope the Equal Rights Amendment can be rati- 


fied this year, women's rights advocates are bracing for a bitter 
battle right up to the final deadline March 22, 1979. "It very well 
may go right down to the wire," remarked Mary Brooks, the 
League of Women Voters' expert on the proposed 27th Amendment. 
Prospects for 1977 ratification dwindled last week when the North 
Carolina legislature — following on the heels of Nevada — rejected 
the amendment. 


The Equal Rights Amendment will die unless it is ratified by 


three more states before the seven-year period expires. That peri- 
od began March 22,1972, when it was passed by Congress. At least 
four more state legislatures — Florida, Missouri, Oklahoma and 
Illinois — are expected to vote on the amendment this year. But 
the odds are poor that it will be passed in three of those four 
states. 


Rabin in U.S. for Carter talks 


Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin, arriving in Washington Sunday 


for talks with President Carter and other U.S. officials, declared 
Israel "will do Its utmost to advance the cause of peace" in the 
Middle East. Rabin arrived at Andrews Air Force Base aboard an 
El Al jet at 12:16 p.m. CST, and was greeted by Deputy Secretary 
of State Warren Christopher and Israeli Ambassador Simcha Din- 
Itz. 


In brief remarks on the airport landing strip, the Israeli prime 


minister said he hoped "I'll be able to explain Israel's desire to 
achieve peace" during discussions with Carter, Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance and other officials on the Middle East." 


U.S. demands 'outrage' Castro 


Premier Fidel Castro is "outraged" at a U.S. demand that Cuba 


show more attention to human rights as a precondition for resump- 
tion of trade or diplomatic relations, a leading American news- 
paper editor said Sunday. Castro said a lifting of the embargo on 
trade with Cuba would be the single best move the Carter adminis- 
tration could take to assure the beginning of a new era in Cuban- 
American relations. 


The comments were included in an account by Benjamin Bradlee, 


executive editor of The Washington Post, of two conversations 
with Castro in late February. Neither session was tape recorded, 
nor were notes taken, Bradlee said Castro wore a pistol in a hip 
holster during the Interviews, said he likes President Carter and 
"speaks admiringly of Carter's devotion to principle. "He believes 
Carter is a moral man," Bradlee said. 


But he said Castro and Cuban diplomats generally were appalled 


at Carter's remarks to the effect that a lifting of the U.S. trade 
embargo or the reestablishment of relations with Havana depend- 
ed on greater Cuban attention to human rights and a reduction or 
removal of Cuban troops in Angola.

A volcanic eruption believed just a few hours old was spotted by 


the Honolulu-based Coast Guard cutter Mellon Sunday, a spokes- 
man for the 17th Coast Guard District reported. The eruption was 
seen from the 378-foot cutter on Seguam Island about ISO miles 
cast of Adak. Reports said it was spitting fire and smoke several 
hundred feet into the air. The eruption was reported to Palmer 
Observatory near Anchorage. A duty officer said there have been 
several other reports of volcanic eruptions in the area the past 
several years. The Mellon is in Alaska waters on fisheries patrol. 
Seguam Island is about 15 miles long and five miles wide and is 
uninhabited.

up in schools, dormitories and new 
apartment blocks still under construc- 
tion. Tens of thousands of Bucharest's 
1.7 million residents milled aimlessly 
in the streets, afraid to return to their 
homes until they were inspected and 
declared safe. 


Water in the city was declared un- 


safe to drink and the state radio 
urged people to boil water for 10 min- 


utes before use. Bottled mineral water 
and 400 tons of bread were trucked to 
the capital. 


The bleak picture of life in a city 


disrupted by disaster was brightened 
by the discovery of survivors in the 
ruins of buildings that htfd toppled on 
them. 


A 7-YEAR-OLD boy and his grand- 


father were pulled from the smoking 
ruins of their six-story apartment 
building. It seemed inconceivable any- 


one could have survived for 35 hours 
under the pile of plaster, bricks and 
stone that had been their home. 


Three other persons were found 


alive in the same pile of rubble and 
soldiers rescued a 3-year-old boy and 
his mother'from another building. 


Buzau, a city 62 miles north of 


Bucharest, suffered extensive dam- 
age, but peasants' homes in the coun- 
tryside appeared unscathed except for 
an occasional toppled brick chimney. 


Power lines were up, freight and pas- 
senger trains were running and life in 
the country seemed normal 


Reports of casualties and damage in 


outlying towns were sparse, but the 
tremor was believed to have- caused 
extensive damage around the town of 
Ploesti, 40 miles north of the capital. 


Romania's oilfields, the largest in 


eastern Europe outside the Soviet 
Union, are located in the region.

Minerals add 
many colors 
to earth rocks 


Andy semis Ihe Encyclopaedia Brilan- 


nica's 1977 Yearbook of Science and the 
Future to Josie Morissette, 11, of Strat- 
ford, Conn., for her question: 


HOW DO ROCKS GET THEIR SIZE 


AND COLOR? 


Rocks are made up of the earth itself. 


They provide us with buildir g materla^ 
that is hard and lasting. 


Rocks are made of minerals. They 


contain metal ores and other usetul sub- 
stances. Some sections of the country 
have more rocks than others. 


Geologists 
put rocks 
into three 


groups: igneous, sedimentary and meta- 
morphic rocks. Included in the igneous 
group are granite, basalt and pumice; 
clay, sandstone, shale and limestone in 
the sedimentary group; marble and 
slate in themetamorphic classification. 


Unlike a plant or animal, a single 


specimen of rock can be composed of 
several different kinds of rock. A rock 
sample might be part marble and part 
slate. For this reason a mere chip or 
fragment seldom can be clearly identi- 
fied. 


Igneous rocks were once hot and fluid. 


If the molten rock cooled slowly within 
the earth, the minerals contained1™ it 
had time to form crystals. The more 
slowly it cooled, the larger the crystals. 
On-the-surtace cooling, such as a flow 
of lava from a volcano, produces glassy 
stone. 


Sedimentary rocks are composed of 


weathered Iragments or sediments of 
igneous rocks and older sedimentary 
rocks. They may be loose, as clay, sand 
or gravel, or they may be firm and com- 
pact, as when these sediments are com- 
pressed by the weight of overlaying de- 
posits and impregnated with solutions 
of cementing minerals such as lime, 
silica or iron. Shale and sandstone are 
compacted, cemented forms of clay 
and sand. 


Metamorphic rocks have been alter- 


ed by tremendous pressures and heat. 
They differ from igneous rocks, whose 
crystals are mixed, by having the crys- 
tals of each mineral in bands or layers. 
They ditfer from sedimentary rocks, 
which also may have a layered ap- 
pearance, being much harder and crys- 
talline. 


All rocks exposed to the earth's sur- 


face gradually are eroded by the action 
of heat, cold, ram, snow and ice. This 
eroding process is called weathering. 


In weathering, a rock's surface is ex- 


panded by heat and contracted by cold. 
It does not expand or contract as a unit 
because various minerals composing it 
differ in their degree of expansion and 
contraction. So the rock cracks. And 
water seeps into it. In time, fragments 
or rocks are broken off and later be- 
come smaller fragments, eventually 
small enough lor rams to carry off to 
streams and rivers.

Des Plaines' inseparable twins — 
they're a double dose of sunshine

Did you notice the warming trend in 


Des Plaines this past decade, one that 
was never explained by the weath- 
erman? 


Chalk it up to the smiles, the ener- 


gy, the greetings, meetings, comings 
and goings of a pair of women, now 81 
years old, whose weeks are so chock- 


fid of activitiwi that it's difficult to 
keep up with them. 


People refer to them as "The Sun- 


shine Twins." 


The Raraage sisters, Edna May Wil- 


liams and Ethel Fay Horwitz, are 
identical twins. Reunited these past 
nine years, their chapters of life in- 
clude, for Edna, marriage, a child, 
widowhood; and for Ethel, marriage, 


career, divorce. The two are, as they 
were in childhood and various other 
periods of their lives, inseparable and 
happy as larks. 


T H O U G H THEY NOW differ 


slightly in weight and height, it was 
nearly impossible to tell them apart 
when they were younger. "We used to 
switch seats in school," said Ethel. 
"Sometimes we would fool our boy-

friends. They were never sure which 
one they were dating." 


Edna added, "But our personalities 


are not the same. Everyone has his 
own personality, you know." 


The Sunshine. Twins were born in 


Bloomington, 111. Their paths began to 
diverge when they were teen-agers. 
Edna left high school to study violin 
at Illinois Wesleyan University for a 
musical career that was interrupted 
when she married. 


"I hung my violin on the wall and 


"never went back to it," she said. 


ETHEL WENT TO college, became 


a business college teacher, married, 
later went into modeling, first in Chi- 
cago, then in New York. She modeled 
not only the softly draped 
chiffon 


gowns of the '20s, but lingerie, bath- 
ing suits, jewelry, soap and hand lo- 
tions. 


"My hands are registerd at the 


Chicago Museum of Art — 1923," she 
said. 


In New York, Ethel worked for a 


dress manufacturer that specialized 
in making copies of expensive origi- 
nals. In the process, she was sent to 
Paris where she obtained some of 
these samples and modeled them, as 
well as hats. 


Perhaps it was this experience that 


contributed to her flair for fashion. 
Today the twins, who dress exactly 
alike from top to toe, are always fash- 
ionably dressed in bright colors and 
up-to-the-minute styles, 
their 
hair 


drawn up on top of their head into a 
chignon, encircled by a bright ribbon 
or scarf. 


IN 1938, ETHEL went to work for 


the Chicago & North Western Rajl- 
road, where she remained for 25 
years, retiring in 1963. During those 
years she traveled to such places as 
Alaska, South America, the Virgin Is- 
lands, Mexico, the Caribbean and Eu- 
rope, many of those trips in con- 
nection with the National Association 
of Railway Women. 


At 81 years of age, they model vintage costumes. 


At different periods of their lives, 


the twins were together, and it was 
during these times that Ethel, always 
venturing into something new, would 
arouse Edna's interest hi the activity. 
Such was the case with the Chicago 
Polar Bear Club in 1939. 


These 
were 
the 
snow-shrugging 


people who met at the old Edgewater 
Beach 
Hotel every Sunday from 


Thanksgiving to Easter and took a 
quick dip in Lake Michigan, even if 
they had to chop a hole in the ice to 
do it. But before each plun-/e, they 
worked up' their body heat to the max- 
imum with vigorous exercise. 


ETHEL 
HEADED the 
exercise 


class, and Edha, of course, became a 
member. Their "warm" association 
with the group lasted seven years. 
"And we never had a cold the whole 
time," said Edna. 


Ethel moved back to Des Plaines in 


1957. Edna came back in 1963, and the 
sisters moved into the Des Plaines 
home of Edna's daughter, who set 
aside a section for them to share. 


It's been hustle-bustle ever since. 


They immediately joined the Des 
Plaines Golden Agers and took off for 
the Smokies, the first of many trips 
with that group. They renewed their 
activities in the Eastern Star. They 
joined the Des Plaines Woman's Club 
and the Republican Women's Club 
where they immediately became the 
official greeters and hospitality co- 


chairmen. It was here that they were 
nicknamed "The Sunshine Twins." 


They took a shine to Sam Young, 


who ran for Congress in the 10th Dis- 
trict, and worked for him through 
three campaigns. 


TODAY THEY HAVE added the ac- 


tivities of the Keen Agers at Trinity 
Lutheran Church, the Maine Township 
Senior Citizens, the- Mount Prospect 
Extensioneers and three groups at the 
First Congregational Church — fel- 
lowship, Pot Pourri and Circle 10 — 
to their calendar. "So if you don't 
think we're busy!" exclaimed Edna. 


To top it off, they play in the East- 


ern Star Kitchen Band, with Edna 
rubbing away on the washboard, Eth- 
el clanging the bingo-bango (a collec- 
tion of pots, pans, bells) and Jane, 
Edna's daughter, playing the "pipe" 
(that's the pipe from under the sink). 
And they love it. 


"Of course, we can't see too well 


anymore," said Ethel. "Degeneration 
of the optic nerve — both of us, ex- 
actly the same. But we still manage 
to play cards whenever we have a 
spare minute." 


A member of the Republican Wom- 


en's Club summed up Des Plaines' re- 
gard for The Sunshine Twins. "So 
friendly, so full of fun, they come out 
to everything, they are into every- 
thing. Everyone knows and loves 
them. And we're so glad to have them 
around."

Information on diets 
may be misleading 


1 have decided to get into nutrition and improve my family's 


eating habits. An a guide I thought I would use Adelle Davis' 
books. "Let's Eat Right to Keep Fit" and "Let's Get Well." Are 
such books good guides for nutrition? I know there are lots of 
things published that are not always correct and I don't want to 
take any chances with our nutrition. Please tell me honestly what 
you think of these. 


Honestly. I can't recommend them. I know this will disturb 


many of her loyal fans, but regardless of how well-meaning she 
may have been, her books are full of inaccuracies. I have always 
thought part of the problem was that she came on the scene about 
the time vitamins were first discovered, so she was very im- 
pressed with 
1 vitamins. Also she really spoke for a different period 


when lack of food was the biggest problem, exercise was a bigger 
part of daily life — usually in the form of hard physical labor — 
and our medical problems were entirely different than they are 
today. 
• 


Qualified nutritionists do not recommend her books. In a new 


book. "The Health Robbers" (George F. Stickley Co., $10.50) 
edited by Dr. Stephen Barrett of the Lehigh Valley Committee 
Against Health Fraud and Gilda Knight of the American Institute 
of Nutrition, there are comments on Adelle Davis and other "con- 
fused crusaders." 


Gilda Knight writes that, "Her books, which are full of in- 


accuracies, are not on the approved list of any bonda fide nutrition 
society." She quotes Dr. George Mann of Vanderbilt University as 
saying one of her books contains an average of one error on every 
page and some of the mistakes are dangerous. 


She goes on to tell of a little 4-year-old girl whose mother was a 


health food faddist. She was hospitalized for diarrhea, vomiting, 
fever and loss of hair. She had enlargement of the spleen and 
liver, She had signs of brain tumor. Her mother, who followed 
Adelle Davis' advice, had been giving her excessive amounts of 
vitamin A and D. The child recovered after this practice was 
stopped. 


I would like to recommend "The Health Robbers" to all my 


readers. You can read about Carlton Fredericks, the vigorou 
proponent of low blood sugar (hypoglycemia). The book states, 
"Carlton Fredericks has had virtually no nutritional or health sci- 
ence training. He graduated from the University of Alabama in 
1931 
with a major in English and a minor in political science." 


You can also read about Linus Pauling and his questionable pro- 
motion of vitamin C against the common cold. 


The book also includes important informadon for the public 


about quackery in arthritis treatments, frauds in the weight losing 
diet material promoted to the public and much more. 


The reason we have so much medical misinformation printed is 


that we have freedom of the press. Any completely unqualified 
person may publish his or her remedy for our aches or pains or 
advertise them as TV commercials. Exaggerations are common. 
This is one of the prices we have to pay for freedom of the press 
and freedom of speech. The only way to cope with this problem is 
to provide good health information to the public. Books like "The 
Health Robbers" help to give people like you a chance to evaluate 
the material they are constantly exposed to.

Dear Dorothy: How can I disinfect the dishes and utensils when 


someone in the family has a virus, cold and so forth? Would 
chlorine bleach in the dishwater do it? — V. Scott 


Yes, indeed — and it's an excellent idea. Soak the dishes in a 


solution of one tablespoon of chlorine bleach to each gallon of hot 
water. Rinse well, then drain dry. Mind you, this solution cannot 
be used on silverware or metal dishes. Disinfect these by scalding. 


Many thanks to all those who reported on how they prevented 


tomato soup from curdling. The consensus is to add a pinch of 
baking soda to the hot tomato (with only slight variations in meth- 
od).

congruous. 


There sat Horshack, the bespec-

vision trademarks: his jerky, throaty 
laugh; his bobbing head.

This was not really Horshack. This 


was Ron Palillo, the young actor who 
owns the Horshack role and is on a 
2% month sabbatical from filming the 
Kotter series. 


"If any of you have a Mr. Kotter in 


your life who is taking that extra in- 
terest in you, then you should thank 
your lucky stars," he told them. 


PALILLO WAS speaking to students 


from 33 area high schools in a ques- 
tion-and-amswer session Saturday af- 
ternoon at the Arlington Park-Theater 
where he is co-starring with Shelley 
Herman and Alan Sues in "Room Ser- 
vice."

The distinctive laugh' and bobbing 


head of a Horshack,. he told them, is 
more than just an attention-grabber 
for a television audience. 
, 


"One of the hardships of high 


school is that unless you have a cer- 
tain gimmick you get cast out. You 
get ostracized from the group." 


Among Horshack's gimmicks is the 


laugh, a symbol of role-playing to 
achieve peer group approval at the 
expense of academic achievement. 


"Horshack is an underachiever be- 


cause he wants to be liked. That's one 
of the sad things about high school — 
it's more important to be liked than to 
get good grades." 


PALILLO ADMITTED he became 


ostracized from his peers when he 
was in junior high school. It was then, 
he recalled, that he fell in love with 
the 'theater. 


"What followed was the worst three 


years of my life because I opted to

get out of my group and I was ostra- 
cized. Arnold (Horshack) opts to stay 
in Ms. group. 


-"If it sounds like I'm coming down 


heavy on you because you're all in 
high school, I'm just saying be more 
tolerant of kids who are a little differ- 
ent than you. They're people. They've 
got something to offer." 


For Palillo, a major influence was 


the teaching of a University of Con- 
necticut theater professor with the 


ironic name of Dr. Nafe Katter. 


"He instilled in me what it really 


means to be an actor. He told me it 
doesn't matter whether people pay $15 
for a ticket on Broadway, whether 
they take 30 minutes to watch you on 
'Kptter,' or whether they take the 
time to see you at the Arlington Park 
Theater. 


"He taught me .that you owe them 


something. If they're taking the time 
to give to you, you had better give 
something in return. If you don't, then 
you're just, if you'll excuse the ex- 
pression, masturbating."

4,000 feared dead in Romanian quake 


B U C H A R E S T , 
R o m a n i a 


(UP))—The government and people of 
Romania struggled Sunday to recover 
from the earthquake that devastated 
this Eastern European capital. Hospi- 
tal officiate said 4,000 or more persons 
died in the disaster, which may have 
left more than 80,000 persons home- 
less. 


Romania appealed to the United 


States and the United Nations to send 
medical supplies and other relief. 


The government, counting the casu- 


alties with strictest caution, officially 
confirmed 746 dead, most of them in 
this stunned capital. Another 5,692 
persons were injured, nearly half of 
them seriously. 


But hospital officials and foreign 


medical students working in the city's 
40 hospitals estimated the toll of dead 
would go over 4,000. They said 1,000 
dead were in one hospital alone. 


F O R E I G N MINISTER Manea 


Macovescy summoned U.S. Ambassa- 


dor Harry G. Barnes 'Jr. and formally 
requested American medicine and 
medical supplies, some of which prob- 
ably will be sent from Italy. Barnes 
offered $25,000 worth of aid Saturday, 
France and West Germany also were 
expected to help. 


In Washington, a .'spokesman for the 


U.S. Agency for International Devel- 
opment said its office of foreign dis- 
aster assistance was reviewing Ro- 
mania's request for antibiotics, medi- 
cines and medical equipment. A sim- 


ilar request went to the United Na- 
tions, he said. 


The government said 12,073 apart- 


ment units or houses, 195 factories 
and 311 barns were destroyed or 'dam- 
aged heavily in the earthquake Friday 
night, which registered 7.2 on the 
Ricbter scale. 


But Western diplomats said 20,000 


apartments in Bucharest alone were 
destroyed or damaged so badly they 
were uninhabitable. About a dozen 
buildings collapsed. 


The earthquake, apparently 
cen- 


tered 60 miles below the earth at a 
point 65 miles northeast of Bucharest 
and felt in a wide path from Rome to 
Moscow, was the worst to hit this re- 
gion since 1922. 


DIPLOMATS ESTIMATED at least 


80,000 persons in Bucharest were 
homeless, along with probably thou- 
sands of others elsewhere along the 
path of the quake's shock waves. 


Temporary housing was being set

are paying for more than the cost to 
Chicago of supplying water to them, 
officials said.

Chicago sewer and fire hydrants and 
for supplying free water to hospitals, 
suburban officials said. 


Des Plaines, the only Northwest

Busse Woods reservoir under way 
Rain drops keep building up a lake 


by JOHN LAMPINEN 


Bill Doeringsfeld gazed out the win- 


dow of the helicopter and watched a 
lake being born. 


The glass was streaked with rain, a 


light drizzle that wouldn't even cancel 
a ballgame. 


But it was falling over 32,000 acres 


of subdivisions and parking lots and 
highways in places like Palatine and 
Inverness and Hoffman Estates. By 
the time if all reaches the lake, the 
drizzle will have added up to millions 
of gallons of water. 


DOERINGSFELD NODDED toward 


a black mound on the left and spoke 
into the mouthpiece of the helicopter's 
intercom. 


That's most of the dirt excavated to 


form the Busse Woods Reservoir, he 
said, and it will become the winter 
sports hill. 


Doeringsfeld is the resident engi- 


neer at the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation Division of Water Resources 
office in Schaumburg. 


AND HE IS married to this project. 
The project, which is part of the Salt 


Creek Watershed flood control plan, 
eventually will transform the 589- 
manmade lake into a recreation area, 
complete with boating, fishing, pic- 
nicking and hiking. 


"By this fall," Doeringsfeld said, 


"this whole thing should be in oper- 
ation." 


He remembers when it all was just 


getting started, when the first dirt 
was dug away back in late 1973. Back 
then, when he took flights over the 
area, it was all trees. 


"THAT'S WHY I'm so interested in 


the project. You become married to 
the project." he said. "Oh, the wild- 
life that's going to be out here when 
this is done, dt's going to be fantas- 
tic." 


The excavation work and the con- 


struction of the three dams in the 
?,600-acre Busse Woods area in Elk 
Grove Township was completed last 
fall. Since then, it's been ,a matter of 
waiting for the rain to fill up the lake. 


When filled, it will have a max- 


imum 10-foot depth, and Doeringsfeld 
says about three feet of water is 
needed. 


"I WOULD SAY when we get two 


inches of rain, it will be filled up," he 
said. "It's hard to say. It could be 
tomorrow if the rain keeps up. You 
don't know." 


The reason only two inches of rain 


are needed is that those two inches 
would cover the 32,000 acres that 
m a k e up the watershed, which 


. spreads from Inverness and Palatine 
to the north to Hoffman Estates and 
Schaumburg on the southwest. 


Most of the rain that falls into that 


area eventually drains southeast. It 
used to be that it would flood Elk 
Grove Village. Now, the dams will 
trap it in the reservoir. 


If it rains in Inverness today, Doe- 


ringsfeld points out, most of that wa- 
ter will be in the lake tomorrow or by 
the day after tomorrow. 


AFTER THE $7.5 million reservoir 


is filled, he says, the forest preserve 


district, which will install most of the 
recreational facilities, plans to have it 
drained through the dams down- 
stream. 


It is a process that will take weeks, 


Doeringsfeld says. 


The forest preserve then plans to 


poison off the "rough fish," he says, 
and after the lake is refilled, it will be 
stocked with game fish. 


The reservoir work is the major 


part of the flood control project. Even 
after it is finished, the Soil and Water 
Conservation District will be doing 
channel work upstream. 


Doeringsfeld will not be as involved 


in that work. When the lake projct is 
completed, he will have more time to 
spend on other flood projects through- 
out the area. 


But he said he thinks of the future 


and what the lake will hold, and he 
said he thinks it will remain some- 
thing special to him. 


"You can take your grandchildren 


out," he said, "and say, 'I had a hand 
in that.'" 


42 callers enjoy chat with Carter

Americans tried an estimated 9% 


million times to telephone the Oval 
Office Saturday, but most of the lucky 
42 who won President Carter's ear for 
a few minutes think it was all worth 
the effort. 


They were "honored, pleased" and 


"satisfied" with the experience. And 
so, it seemed, was the President. 


After two hours of unprecedented 


grilling from the electorate, Carter 
confided to CBS correspondent Walter 
Cronkite over nationwide radio that 
his inclination "would be to do this 
again in the future." 


DALE BUTKOVITZ. 31, a truck 


driver from Peru, 111., who asked Car- 
ter about coffee prices 
Saturday, 


agreed the "Ask President Carter" 
talk show broadcast on CBS was 


"really a good thing. It helps the 
people keep in touch with their Presi- 
dent. I can't see any better way of 
knowing what's going on about your 
government than hearing it from the 
President himself." 


An estimated 9 million to 9.5 million 


attempts were made to phone Carter 
during the hours lines were open to 
the talk show. 


W h i t e House spokesman John 


Drummond said this did not represent 
the number of individuals who tried to 
call, however, since many citizens 
tried 10 or more times to beat the 
busy signal on the toll-free number. 


Joseph Willman, the first caller to 


reach the Oval Office, said afterward 
at his home in Sterling 
Heights, 


Mich., that he did not vote for Carter 
last November, "but so far I'm kind 


of 
kicking myself. 
He's 
coming 


through with this closeness to the 
people and other little things." 


RITA KARATJAS' question on 


ping the tax on unearned income 
stumped the President, but the Joliet, 
HI., housewife was sympathetic. 


"I was happy to be able to talk to 


the President. I was a little dis- 
appointed he couldn't address himself 
to the problem, but I understand 
why." 


"I thought it (the program) was ter- 


rific," she said. "I'd like to see him 
do this at least once a month." 


Nick Kniska, a 16-year-old Lanham,

Wheeling High School's Naval Ju- 


nior Rei'-crve O'firer Training Corps is 
looking for a few good people. If it 
dies not pet th-". the unit may have 
to fold by June 1978. 


Enrollment in the 8-year-old pro- 


gram which serves all of High School 
Dlst. 214, Is at an all lire low, vi'h 
the unit having only 73 cadets, 20 of 
them graduating this year. 


If the unit does not attract SO new 


cadets next year and meet the Navy's 
required enrollment of 100, it will lose 
its financing, Capt. Adrian Lorentson, 
USN Ret., head of the Wheeling unit, 
said.

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4,000 feared dead in Romanian quake 


B U C H A R E S T , 
R o m a n i a 


(UPD—The government and people of 
Romania struggled Sunday to recover 
from the earthquake that devastated 
this Eastern European capital. Hospi- 
tal officials said 4,000 or more persons 
died in the disaster, which may have 
left more than 80,000 persons home- 
less. 


Romania appealed to the United 


States and the United Nations to send 
medical supplies and other relief. 


The government, counting the casu- 


alties with strictest caution, officially 
confirmed 746 dead, most of them in 
this stunned capital. Another 5,692 
persons were injured, nearly half of 
them seriously. 


But hospital officials and foreign 


medical students working in the city's 
40 hospitals estimated the toll of dead 
would go over 4,000. They said 1,000 
dead were in one hospital alone. 


F O R E I G N MINISTER Manea 


Macovescu summoned U.S. Ambassa- 


dor Harry G. Barnes Jr. and formally 
requested American medicine and 
medical supplies, some of which prob- 
ably will be sent from Italy. Barnes 
offered $25,000 worth of aid Saturday, 
France and West Germany also were 
expected to help. 


In Washington, a spokesman for the 


U.S. Agency for International Devel- 
opment said its office of foreign dis- 
aster assistance was reviewing Ro- 
mania's request for antibiotics, medi- 
cines and medical equipment. A sim- 


ilar request went to the United Na- 
tions, he said. 


The government said 12,073 apart- 


ment units or houses, 195 factories 
and 311 barns were destroyed or dam- 
aged heavily in the earthquake Friday 
night, which registered 7.2 on the 
Richter scale. 


But Western diplomats said 20,000 


apartments in Bucharest alone were 
destroyed or damaged so badly they 
were uninhabitable. About a dozen 
buildings collapsed. 


The earthquake, apparently cen- 


tered 60 miles below the earth at a 
point 65 miles northeast of Bucharest 
and felt in a wide path from Rome to 
Moscow, was the worst to hit this re- 
gion since 1922. 


DIPLOMATS ESTIMATED at least 


80,000 persons in Bucharest 
were 


homeless, along with probably thou- 
sands of others elsewhere along the 
path of the quake's shock waves.

Busse Woods reservoir under way 
Rain drops keep building up a lake

Bill Doeringsfeld gazed out the win- 


dow of the helicopter and watched a 
lake being born. 


The glass was streaked with rain, a 


light drizzle that wouldn't even cancel 
a ballgame. 


But it was falling over 32,000 acres 


of subdivisions and parking lots and 
highways in places like Palatine and 
Inverness and Hoffman Estates. By 
the time if all reaches the lake, the 
drizzle will have added up to millions 
of gallons of water. 


DOERINGSFELD NODDED toward 


a black mound on the left and spoke 
into the mouthpiece of the helicopter's 
intercom. 


That's most of the dirt excavated to 


form the Busse Woods Reservoir, he 
said, and it will become the winter 
sports hill. 


Doeringsfeld is the resident engi- 


neer at the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation Division of Water Resources 
office in Schaumburg. 


AND HE IS married to this project. 
The project, which is part of the Salt 


Creek Watershed flood control plan, 
eventually will transform the 589- 
manmade lake into a recreation area, 
complete with boating, fishing, pic- 
nicking and hiking. 


"By this fall," Doeringsfeld said, 


"this whole thing should be in oper- 
ation." 


He remembers when it all was just 


getting started, when the first dirt 
was dug away back in late 1973. Back 
then, when he took flights over the 
area, it was all trees. 


"THAT'S WHY I'm so interested in 


the project. You become married to 
the project," he said. "Oh, the wild- 
life that's going to be out here when 
this is done, it's going to be fantas- 
tic." 


The excavation work and the con- 


struction of the three dams in the 
3,600-acre Busse Woods area in Elk 
Grove Township was completed last 
fall. Since then, it's been a matter of 
waiting for. the rain to fill up the lake. 


When filled, it will have a max- 


imum 10-foot depth, and Doeringsfeld 
says about three feet of water is 
needed. 


"I WOULD SAY when we get two 


inches of rain, it will be filled up," he 
said. "It's hard to say. It could be 
tomorrow if the rain keeps up. You 
don't know." 


The reason only two inches of rain 


are needed is that those two inches 
would cover the 32,000 acres that 
m a k e up the watershed, which 
spreads from Inverness and Palatine 
to the north to Hoffman Estates and 
Schaumburg on the southwest. 


Most of the rain that falls into that 


area eventually drains southeast. It 
used to be that it would flood Elk 
Grove Village. Now, the dams will 
trap it in the reservoir. 


If it rains in Inverness today, Doe- 


ringsfeld points out, most of that wa- 
ter will be in the lake tomorrow or by 
the day after tomorrow. 


AFTER THE $7.5 million reservoir 


is filled, he says, the forest preserve 


district, which will install most of the 
recreational facilities, plans to have it 
drained through the dams down- 
' stream. 


It is a process that will take weeks, 


Doeringsfeld says. 


The forest preserve then plans to 


poison off the "rough fish," he says, 
and after the lake is refilled, it will be 
stocked with game fish. 


The reservoir work is the major 


part of the flood control project. Even 
after it is finished, the Soil and Water 
Conservation District will be doing 
channel work upstream. 


Doeringsfeld will not be as involved 


in that work. When the lake projct is 
completed, he will have more time to 
spend on other flood projects through- 
out the area. 


But he said he thinks of the future 


and what the lake will hold, and he 
said he thinks it will remain some- 
thing special to him. 


"You can take your grandchildren 


out," he said, "and say, 'I had a hand 
in that.' "

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4,000 feared dead in Romanian quake 


B U C H A R E S T , 
R o m a n i a 


(UPD—The government and people of 
Romania struggled Sunday to recover 
from the earthquake that devastated 
this Eastern European capital. Hospi- 
tal officials said 4,000 or more persons 
died In the disaster, which may have 
left more than 80,000 persons home- 
less. 


Romania appealed to the United 


States and the United Nations to send 
medical supplies and other relief. 


The government, counting the casu- 


alties with strictest caution, -officially 
confirmed 746 dead, most of them in 
this stunned capital. Another 5,692 
persons were injured, nearly half of 
them seriously. 


But hospital officials and foreign 


medical students working in the city's 
40 hospitals estimated the toll of dead 
would go over 4,000. They said 1,000 
dead were in one hospital alone. 


F O R E I G N MINISTER Manea 


Macovescu summoned U.S. Ambassa- 


dor Harry G. Barnes Jr. and formally 
requested American medicine and 
medical supplies, some of which prob- 
ably will be sent from Italy. Barnes 
offered $25,000 worth of aid Saturday, 
France and West Germany also were 
expected to help. 


In Washington, a spokesman for the 


U.S. Agency for Internationa] Devel- 
opment said its office of foreign dis- 
aster assistance was reviewing Ro- 
mania's request for antibiotics, medi- 
cines and medical equipment. A sim- 


ilar request went to the United Na- 
tions, he said. 


The government said 12,073 apart- 


ment units or houses, 195 factories 
and 311 barns were destroyed or dam- 
aged heavily in the earthquake Friday 
night, which registered 7.2 on the 
Richter scale. 


But Western diplomats said 20,000 


apartments in Bucharest alone were 
destroyed or damaged so badly they 
were uninhabitable. About a dozen 
buildings collapsed. 


The earthquake, apparently cen- 


tered 60 miles below the earth at a 
point 65 miles northeast of Bucharest 
and felt in a wide path from Rome to 
Moscow, was the worst to hit this re- 
gion since 1922. 


DIPLOMATS ESTIMATED at least 


80,000 persons in Bucharest 
were 


homeless, along with probably thou- 
sands of others elsewhere along the 
path of the quake's shock waves.

Busse Woods reservoir under way 
Rain drops keep building up a lake 


by JOHN LAMPINEN 


Bill Doeringsfeld gazed out the win- 


dow of the helicopter and watched a 
lake being born. 


The glass was streaked with rain, a 


light drizzle that wouldn't even cancel 
a ballgame. 


But it was falling over 32,000 acres 


of subdivisions and parking lots and 
highways in places like Palatine and 
Inverness and Hoffman Estates. By 
the time if all reaches the lake, the 
drizzle will have added up to millions 
of gallons of water. 


DOERINGSFELD NODDED toward 


a black mound on the left and spoke' 
into the mouthpiece of the helicopter's 
'intercom. 


That's most of the dirt excavated to 


form the Busse Woods Reservoir, he 
'said, and it will become the winter 
sports hill. 


Doeringsfeld is the resident engi- 


neer at the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation Division of Water Resources 
office in Schaumburg. 


AND HE IS married to this project. 
The project, which is part of the Salt 


Creek Watershed flood control plan, 
eventually will transform the 589- 
manmade lake into a recreation area, 
complete with boating, fishing, pic- 
nicking and hiking. 


"By this fall," Doeringsfeld said, 


"this whole thing should be in oper- 
ation." 


He remembers when it all was just 


getting started, when the first dirt 
was dug away back in late 1973. Back 
then, when he took flights over the 
area, it was all trees. 


"THAT'S WHY I'm so interested in 


the project. You become married to 
the project." he said. "Oh, the wild- 
life that's going to be out here when 
this is done, it's going to be fantas- 
tic." 


The excavation work and the con- 


struction of the three dams in the 
3,600-acre Busse Woods area in Elk 
Grove Township was completed last 
fall. Since then, it's been a matter of 
waiting for the rain to fill up the lake. 


When filled, it will have a max- 


imum 10-foot depth, and Doeringsfeld 
says about three feet of water is 
needed. 


"I WOULD SAY when we get two' 


inches of rain, it will be filled up," he 
said, "it's hard to say. It could be 
tomorrow if the rain keeps up. You 
don't know." 


The reason only two inches of rain 


are needed is that those two inches 
would cover the 32,000 acres that 
m a k e up the watershed, 
which 


spreads from Inverness and Palatine 
to the north to Hoffman Estates and 
Schaumburg on the southwest. 


Most of the rain that falls into that 


area eventually drains southeast. It 
used to be that it would flood Elk 
Grove Village. Now, the dams will 
trao it in the reservoir. 


If it rains in Inverness today, Doe- 


ringsfeld points out, most of that wa- 
ter will be in the lake tomorrow or by 
the day after tomorrow. 


AFTER THE $7.5 million reservoir 


is filled, he says, the forest preserve 


district, which will install most of the 
recreational facilities, plans to have it 
drained through the dams down- 
stream. 


It is a process that will take weeks, 


Doeringsfeld says. 


The forest preserve then plans to 


poison off the "rough fish," he says, 
and after the lake is-refilled, it will be 
stocked with game fish. , 


The reservoir work is the major 


part of the flood control project. Even 
after it is finished, the Soil and Water 
Conservation District will be doing 
channel work upstream. 


Doeringsfeld will not be as involved 


in that work. When, the lake projct is 
completed, he will have more time to 
spend-on other flood projects through- 
out the area. 


But he said he thinks of the future 


and what the lake will hold, and he 
said he thinks it will remain some- 
thing special to'him. 


"You can take your grandchildren 


out," he said, "and say, 'I had a hand 
in that.' "

After two hours of unprecendented 


grilling from the electorate, Carter 
confided to CBS correspondent Walter 
Cronkite over nationwide radio that 
his inclination "would be to do this 
again in the future." 


DALE BUTKOVITZ, 31, a truck 


driver from Peru, HI., who asked Car- 
ter about coffee prices Saturday, 
agreed the "Ask President Carter" 
talk show broadcast on CBS was 


"really a good thing. It helps the 
people keep in touch with their Presi- 
dent. I can't see any better way of 
knowing what's going on about your 
government than hearing it from the 
President himself." 


An estimated 9 million to 9.5 million 


attempts were made to phone Carter 
during the hours lines were open to 
the talk show. 


W h i t e House spokesman John 


Drummond said this did not represent 
the number of individuals who tried to 
call, however, since many citizens 
tried 10 or more times to beat the 
busy signal on the toll-free number. 


Joseph Willman, the first caller to 


reach the Oval Office, said afterward 
at his home in Sterling Heights, 
Mich., that he did not vote for Carter 
last November, "but so far I'm kind

myself. He's coming 


through with this closeness to the 
people and other little things."

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4,000 feared dead in Romanian quake 


B U C H A R E S T , 
R o m a n i a 


(UPD—The government and people of 
Romania struggled Sunday to recover 
from the earthquake that devastated 
this Eastern European capital. Hospi- 
tal officials said 4,000 or more persons 
died in the disaster, which may have 
left more than 80,000 persons home- 
less. 


Romania appealed to the United 


States and the United Nations to send 
medical supplies and other relief. 


The government, counting the casu- 


alties with strictest caution, officially 
confirmed 746 dead, most of them in 
this stunned capital. Another 5,692 
persons were injured, nearly half of 
them seriously. 


But hospital officials and' foreign 


medical students working in the city's 
40 hospitals estimated the'toll of dead 
would go over 4,000. They said 1,000 
dead were in one hospital alone. 


F O R E I G N MINISTER Manea 


Macovescu summoned U.S. Ambassa- 


dor Harry G. Barnes Jr. and formally 
requested American medicine and 
medical supplies, some of which prob- 
ably will be sent from Italy. Barnes 
offered $25,000 worth of aid Saturday, 
France and West Germany also were 
expected to help. 


In Washington, a spokesman for the 


U.S. Agency for International Devel- 
opment said its office of foreign dis- 
aster assistance was reviewing Ro- 
mania's request for antibiotics, medi- 
cines and medical equipment.

sports hill.

neer at the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation Division of Water Resources 
office in Schaumburg. 


AND HE IS married to this project. 
The project, which is part of the Salt 


Creek Watershed flood control plan, 
eventually will transform the 589- 
manmade lake into a recreation area, 
complete with boating, fishing, pic- 
nicking and hiking. 


"By this fall," Doeringsfeld said, 


"this whole thing should be in oper- 
ation." 


He remembers when it all was just 


getting started, when the first dirt 
was dug' away back in late 1973. Back 
then, when he took flights over the 
area, it was all trees. 


"THAT'S WHY I'm so interested in 


the project. You become married to 
the project." he,said. "Oh, the wild- 
life that's going to be out here when 
this is done, it's going' to be fantas- 
tic." 


The excavation work and the con- 


struction of the three dams in the 
3,600-acre Busse Woods area in Elk 
Grove Township was completed last 
fall. Since then, it's been a matter of 
waiting for the rain to fill up the lake. 


When filled, it will have a max- 


imum 10-foot depth, and Doeringsfeld 
says about three feet of water is 
needed. 


"I WOULD SAY when we get two 


inches of rain, it will be filled up," he 
said. "It's hard to say. It could be 
tomorrow if the rain keeps up. You 
don't know." 


The reason only two inches of rain 


are needed is that those two inches 
would cover the 32,000 acres that 
m a k e up the watershed, which 
spreads from Inverness and Palatine 
to the north to Hoffman Estates and 
Schaumburg on the southwest. 


Most of the rain that falls into that 


area eventually drains southeast. It 
used to be that it would flood Elk 
Grove Village. Now, the dams will 
trap it in the reservoir. 


If it rains in Inverness today, Doe- 


ringsfeld points out, most of that wa- 
ter will be in the lake tomorrow or by 
the day after tomorrow. 


AFTER THE $7.5 million reservoir 


is filled, he says, the forest preserve 


district, which will install most of the 
recreational facilities, plans to have it 
drained through the dams down- 
stream. 


It is a process that will take weeks, 


Doeringsfeld says. 


The forest preserve then pjtaiis to 


poison off the "rough fish," fie says, 
and after the lake is refilled, it will be 
stocked with game fish. 


The reservoir work is the major 


part of the flood control project. Even 
after it is finished, the Soil and Water 
Conservation District will be doing 
channel work upstream. 


Doeringsfeld will not be as involved 


in that work. When the lake projct is 
completed, he will have more time to 
spend on other flood projects through- 
out the area. 


But he said he thinks of the future 


and what the lake will hold, and he 
said he thinks it will remain some- 
thing special to him. 


"You can take your grandchildren 


out," he said, "and say, 'I had a hand 
in that.' "

B U C H A R E S T ,

(UPD—The government and people of 
Romania struggled Sunday to recover 
from the earthquake that devastated 
this Eastern European capital. Hospi- 
tal officials said 4,000 or more persons 
died in the disaster, which may have 
left more than 80,000 persons home- 
less. 


Romania appealed to the United 


States and the United Nations to send 
medical supplies and other relief. 


The government, counting the casu- 


alties with strictest caution, officially 
confirmed 746 dead, most of them in 
this stunned capital. Another 5,692 
persons were injured, nearly half of 
them seriously. 


But hospital officials and foreign 


medical students working in the city's 
40 hospitals estimated the toll of dead 
would go over 4,000. They said 1,000 
dead were in one hospital alone. 


F O R E I G N MINISTER Manea 


Macovescu summoned U.S. Ambassa- 


dor Harry G. Barnes Jr. and formally

Rain drops keep building up a lake

Bill Doeringsfeld gazed out the win- 


dow of the helicopter and watched a 
lake being born. 


The glass was streaked with rain, a 


light drizzle that wouldn't even cancel 
a ballgame. 


But it was falling over 32,000 acres 


of subdivisions and parking lots and 
highways in places like Palatine and 
Inverness and Hoffman Estates. By 
the time if all reaches the lake, the 
drizzle will have added up to millions 
of gallons of water. 


DOERINGSFELD NODDED toward 


a black mound on the left and spoke 
into the mouthpiece of the helicopter's 
intercom. 


That's most of the dirt excavated to 


form the Busse Woods Reservoir, he 
said, and it will become the winter 
sports hill. 


Doeringsfeld is the resident engi- 


neer at the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation Division of Water Resources 
office in Schaumburg. 


AND HE IS married to this project. 
The project, which is part of the Salt 


Creek Watershed flood control plan, 
eventually will transform the 589- 
manmade lake-into a recreation area, 
complete with boating, fishing, pic- 
nicking and hiking. 


"By this fall," Doeringsfeld said, 


"this whole thing should be in oper- 
ation." 


He remembers when it all was just 


getting started, when the first dirt 
was dug away back in late 1973. Back 
then, when he took flights over the 
area, it was all trees. 


"THAT'S WHY I'm so interested in

inches of rain, it will be filled up," he 
said. "It's hard to say. It could be 
tomorrow if the rain keeps up. You 
don't know." 


The reason only two inches of rain 


are needed is that those two inches 
would cover the 32,000 acres that 
m a k e up the watershed, which 
spreads from Inverness and Palatine 
to the north to Hoffman Estates and 
Schaumburg on the southwest. 


Most of the rain that falls into that 


area eventually drains southeast. It 
used to be that it would flood Elk 
Grove Village. Now, the dams will 
trap it in the reservoir. 


If it rains in Inverness today, Doe- 


ringsfeld points out, most of that wa- 
ter will be in the lake tomorrow or by 
the day after tomorrow. 


AFTER THE $7^-million reservoir 


is filled, he saysfuie forest preserve 


district, which will install most of tlte 
recreational facilities, plans to have it 
drained through the dams down- 
stream. 


It is a process that will take weeks, 


Doeringsfeld says. 


The forest preserve then plans to 


poison off the "rough fish," he says, 
and after the lake is refilled, it will be 
stocked with game fish.

Even 
after it is finished, the Soil and Water 
Conservation District will be doing 
channel work upstream. 


Doeringsfeld will not be as involved

torted," says a spokesman of the for* 
profit firm that plans to build the 
Hoffman Estates hospital. 


Bud Vaden, director of community 


relations for American Medicorp of 
Dallas, Tex., also called on the Ser- 
vice League for a United Suburban 
Hospital, the citizens' group that paid 
for the ads, to "play fair." 


Vaden's charges are the firm's first 


public response to the full-page ads 
that appeared Tuesday and Wednes- 
day in area newspapers. 


"We are concerned that people are 


making observations about our com- 
pany," he said. "Our suspicion is that 
the people who are talking about our 
company have never been in any of 
our hospitals and have never talked to 
any of our 9,000 physicians." 


THE ADS, WHICH were endorsed 


by 25 Northwest suburban doctors, 
said, in part, "A proprietary (for-prof- 
it) hospital profits its stockholders A 
nonprofit hospital profits its patients." 


Vaden said that members of the 


citizens' group and the doctors should 
visit some of the firm's 50 hospitals 
before "they indict us." 


"This company's record for commu- 


nity service through its hospitals will 
stand on its own," he added. 


Ida Lindsey, chairman of the citi- 


zens' group, said some members of 
the organization, "especially some of 
the doctors," have visited some of the 
Medicorp facilities.

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4,000 feared dead in Romanian quake 


B U C H A R E S T , 
R o m a n i a 


(UPD—The government and people of 
Romania struggled Sunday to recover 
from the earthquake that devastated 
this Eastern European capital. Hospi- 
tal officials said 4,000 or more persons 
died in the disaster, which may have 
left more than 80,000 persons home- 
less. 


Romania appealed to the United 


States and the United Nations to send 
medical supplies and other relief. 


The government, counting the casu- 


alties with strictest caution, officially 
confirmed 746 dead, most of them in 
this stunned capital. Another 5,692 
persons were injured, nearly half of 
them seriously. 


But hospital officials and foreign 


medical students working in the city's 
40 hospitals estimated the toll of dead 
would go over 4,000. They said 1,000 
dead were in one hospital alone. 


F O R E I G N MINISTER Manea 


Macovescu summoned U.S. Ambassa- 


dor Harry- G. Barnes Jr. and formally 
requested American medicine and 
medical supplies, some of which prob- 
ably will be sent from Italy. Barnes 
offered $25,000 worth of aid Saturday, 
France and West Germany also were 
expected to help. 


In Washington, a spokesman for the 


U.S. Agency for International Devel- 
opment said its office of foreign dis- 
aster assistance was reviewing Ro- 
mania's request for antibiotics, medi-v 
cines and medical equipment. A sim- 


ilar request went to the United Na- 
tions, he said. 


The government said 12,073 apart- 


ment units or houses, 195 factories 
and 311 barns were destroyed or dam- 
aged heavily in the earthquake Friday 
night, which registered 7.2 on the 
Richter scale.

apartments in Bucharest alone were 
destroyed or damaged so badly they 
were uninhabitable. About a dozen 
buildings collapsed. 


The earthquake, 
apparently 
cen- 


tered 60 miles below the earth at a 
point 65 miles northeast of Bucharest 
and felt in a wide path from Rome to 
Moscow, was the worst to hit this re- 
gion since 1922.

Busse Woods reservoir under way 
Rain drops keep building up a lake 


by JOHN LAMPINEN 


Bill Doeringsfeld gazed out the win- 


dow of the helicopter and watched a 
lake being born. 


The glass was streaked with rain, a 


light drizzle that wouldn't even cancel 
a ballgame. 


But it was falling over 32,000 acres 


of subdivisions and parking lots and 
highways in places like Palatine and 
Inverness and Hoffman Estates. By 
the time if all reaches the lake, the 
drizzle will have added up to millions 
of gallons of water. 


DOERINGSFELD NODDED toward 


a black mound on the left and spoke 
into the mouthpiece of the helicopter's 
intercom. 


That's most of the dirt excavated to 


form the Busse Woods Reservoir, he 
said, and it will become the winter 
sports hill. 


Doeringsfeld is the resident engi- 


neer at the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation Division of Water Resources 
office in Schaumburg. 


AND HE IS married to this project. 
The project, which is part of the Salt 


Creek Watershed flood control plan, 
eventually will transform the 589- 
manmade lake into a recreation area, 
complete with boating, fishing, pic- 
nicking and hiking. 


"By this fall," Doeringsfeld said, 


"this whole thing should be in oper- 
ation." 


He remembers when it all was just 


getting started, when the first dirt 
was dug away back in late 1973. Back 
then, when he took flights over the 
area, it was all trees. 


"THAT'S WHY I'm so interested in 


the project. You become married to 
the project." he said. "Oh, the wild- 
life that's going to be out here when 
this is done, it's going to be fantas- 
tic." 


The excavation work and the con- 


struction of the three dams in the 
3,600-acre Busse Woods area in Elk 
Grove Township was completed last 
fall. Since then, it's been a matter of 
waiting for the rain to fill up the lake. 


When filled, it will have a max- 


imum 10-foot depth, and Doeringsfeld 
says about three feet of water is 
needed. 


"I WOULD SAY when we get two 


inches of rain, it will be filled up," he 
said. "It's hard to say. It could be 
tomorrow if the rain keeps up. You 
don't know." 


The reason only two inches of rain 


are needed is that those two inches 
would cover the 32,000 acres that 
m a k e up the watershed, 
which 


spreads from Inverness and Palatine 
to the north to Hoffman Estates and 
Schaumburg on the southwest. 


Most of the rain that falls into that 


area eventually drains southeast. It 
used to be that it would flood Elk 
Grove Village. Now, the dams will 
trap it in the reservoir. 


If it rains in Inverness today, Doe- 


ringsfeld points out, most of that wa- 
ter will be in the lake tomorrow or by 
the day after tomorrow. 


AFTER THE $7.5 million reservoir 


is filled, he says, the forest preserve 


district, which will install most of the 
recreational facilities, plans to have it 
drained 
through the dams down- 


stream. 


It is a process that will take weeks, 


Doeringsfeld says. 


The forest preserve then plans to 


poison off the "rough fish," he says, 
and after the lake is refilled, it will be 
stocked with game fish. 


The reservoir work is the major 


part of the flood control project. Even 
after it is finished, the Soil and Water 
Conservation District will be doing 
channel work upstream. 


Doeringsfeld will not be as involved 


in that work. When the lake projct is 
completed, he will have more time to 
spend on other flood projects through- 
out the area. 


But he said he thinks of the future 


and what the lake will hold, and he 
said he thinks it will remain some- 
thing special to him. 


"You can take your grandchildren 


out," he said, "and say, 'I had a hand 
in that.' "

agreed the "Ask President Carter" 
talk show broadcast on CBS was

dent. I can't see any better way of 
knowing what's going on about your 
government than hearing it from the 
President himself." 


An estimated 9 million to 9.5 million 


attempts were made to phone Carter 
during the hours lines were open to 
the talk show. 


W h i t e House spokesman John 


Drummond said this did not represent 
the number of individuals who tried to 
call, however, since many citizens 
tried 10 or more times to beat the 
busy signal on the toll-free number. 


Joseph Willman, the first caller to 


reach the Oval Office, said afterward

School, church, park vandalized

Several thousand dollars damage 


was done to an Elk Grove Village 
school, church and park district teen 
center Saturday morning when a 
group of thieves ransacked the three 
buildings, smashing glass, furniture 
and stealing candy and religious ob- 
jects, police said 


Fifteen rooms at Grove Junior High 


School, 777 Elk Grove Blvd., were 
vandalized 
by the thieves, who 


smashed windows and a glass door, 
destroyed furniture and ripped $600 
worth of wall maps. The thieves also 
broke several clocks and wrote "To 
Bad Faits. Mr. D." on a wall, police 
said. 


At Lutheran Church of the Holy 


Spirit, 666 Elk Grove Blvd., the 
thieves took a crystal chalice, com- 
munion wine, a silver cross and a 
replica of a dove. They also van- 
dalized the church, causing an unde- 
termined amount of damage 
Elk 


Grove police said last weekend the 
church's entire communion tray set 
was stolen. 


THE VANDALS ALSO Struck at the 


Elk Grove Park District teen center, 
180 Kennedy Blvd , damaging Offices 
and stealing candy bars from a vend- 
ing machine. 


Although a total damage estimate 


was not available Sunday, Elk Grove 
Village Police Sgt. Eugene Brandt 
said at least $3,000 in damage was 
done to the school. 


"I never saw anything like it," 


Brandt said. "They just demolished 
everything. It's unbelievable 
what 


they did at the Lutheran Church. 
They took a door (about five feet 
wide) and literally ripped it off its 
hinges " 


Brandt said police cannot determine 


if personal items were stolen from 
teachers' desks until instructors re- 
turn to class today and notify police of 
any missing property. 


POLICE SAID they suspect the 


same two or more persons are respon- 
sible for the destruction. Investigators 
lifted fingerprints from key pieces of 
evidence, including fire extinguishers 
used to smash glass in the school. 


"We figure that whoever was re- 


sponsible was in the buildings at least 


two hours, possibly four, depending on 
how many persons were involved. 
Right now we're waiting for a whole 
truck load of stuff to be processed (as 
evidence)," Brandt said. 


The thieves apparently struck at the 


church, then the park district teen 
center, before coming into the school. 
Brandt said a candy bar wrapper sold 
in the park district vending machine 
was found at the school. 


Grove Junior High School Principal 


James Fay was unavailable for com- 


ment Sunday, but Dist. 59 Supt. Ro- 
ger W Bardwell said he doesn't re- 
member another vandalism incident 
"of this magnitude" in recent years. 


BARDWELL SAID HE will check 


with Elk Grove Village police today 
on the extent parents are responsible 
for the damage should the vandals be 
juveniles

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4,000 feared dead in Romanian quake 


B U C H A R E S T , 
R o m a n i a 


(UPD—The government and people of 
Romania struggled Sunday to recover 
from the earthquake that devastated 
this Eastern European capital. Hospi- 
tal officials said 4,000 or more persons 
died in the disaster, which may have 
left more than 80,000 persons home- 
less. 


Romania appealed to the United 


States and the United Nations to send 
medical supplies and other relief. 


The government, counting the casu- 


alties with strictest caution, officially 
confirmed 746 dead, most of them in 
this stunned capital. Another 5,692 
persons were injured, nearly half of 
them seriously. 


But hospital officials and foreign 


medical students working in the city's 
40 hospitals estimated the toll of dead 
would go over 4,000. They said 1,000 
dead were In one hospital alone. 


F O R E I G N MINISTER Manea 


Macovescu summoned U.S. Ambassa- 


dor Harry G. Barnes Jr, and formally 
requested American medicine and 
medical supplies, some of which prob- 
ably will be sent from Italy. Barnes 
offered $25,000 worth of aid Saturday, 
France and West Germany also were 
expected to help. 


In Washington, a spokesman for the 


U.S. Agency for International Devel- 
opment said its office of foreign dis- 
aster assistance was reviewing Ro- 
mania's request for antibiotics, medi- 
cines and medical equipment. A sim- 


ilar request went.to the United Na- 
tions, he said. 


The government said 12,073 apart- 


ment units or houses, 195 factories 
and 311 barns were destroyed or dam- 
aged heavily in the earthquake Friday 
night, which registered 7.2 on the 
Richter scale. 


But Western diplomats said 20,000 


apartments in Bucharest alone were 
destroyed or damaged so badly they 
were uninhabitable. About a dozen 
buildings collapsed. 


The earthquake, apparently cen- 


tered 60 miles below the earth at a 
point 65 miles northeast of Bucharest 
and felt in a wide path from Rome to 
Moscow, was the worst to hit this re- 
gion since 1922. 


DIPLOMATS ESTIMATED at least 


80,000 persons in Bucharest were 
homeless, along with probably thou- 
sands of others elsewhere along the 
path of the quake's shock waves.

Busse. Woods reservoir under way 
Rain drops keep building up a lake 


by JOHN LAMPINEN 


Bill Doeringsfeld gazed out the win- 


dow of the helicopter and watched a 
lake being born. 


The glass was streaked with rain, a 


light drizzle that wouldn't even cancel 
a ballgame. 


But it was falling over 32,000 acres 


of subdivisions and parking lots and 
highways in places like Palatine and 
Inverness and Hoffman Estates. By 
the time if all reaches the lake, the 
drizzle will have added up to millions 
of gallons of water. 


DOERINGSFELD NODDED toward 


a black mound on the left and spoke 
into the mouthpiece of the helicopter's 
intercom. 


That's most of the dirt excavated to 


form the Busse Woods Reservoir, he 
said, and it will become the winter 
sports hill. 


Doeringsfeld is the resident engi- 


neer at the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation Division of Water Resources 
office in Schaumburg. 


AND HE IS married to this project. 
The project, which is part of the Salt 


Creek Watershed flood control plan, 
eventually will transform the 589- 
manrnade lake into a recreation area, 
complete with boating, fishing, pic- 
nicking and hiking. 


"By this fall," Doeringsfeld said, 


"this whole thing should be in oper- 
ation." 


He remembers when it all was just 


getting started, when the first dirt 
was dug away back in late 1973. Back 
then, when he took flights over the 
area, it was all trees. 


"THAT'S WHY I'm so interested in 


the project. You become married to 
the project." he said. "Oh, the wild- 
life that's going to be out here when 
this is done, it's going to be fantas- 
tic." 


The excavation work and the con- 


struction of the three dams in the 
3,600-acre Busse Woods area in Elk 
Grove Township was completed last 
fall. Since then, it's been a matter of 
waiting for the rain to fill up the lake. 


When filled, it will have a max- 


imum 10-foot depth, and Doeringsfeld 
says about three feet of water is 
needed. 


"I WOULD SAY when we get two 


inches of rain, it will be filled up," he 
said. "It's hard to say. It could be 
tomorrow if the rain keeps up. You 
don't know." 


The reason only two inches of rain 


are needed is that those two inches 
would cover the 32,000 acres that 
m a k e up the watershed, 
which 


spreads from Inverness and Palatine 
to the north to Hoffman Estates and 
Schaumburg on the southwest. 


Most of the rain that falls into that 


area eventually drains southeast. It 
used to be that it would flood Elk 
Grove Village. Now, the dams will 
trao it in the reservoir. 


If it rains in Inverness today, Doe- 


ringsfeld points out, most of that wa- 
ter will be in the lake tomorrow or by 
the day after tomorrow. 


AFTER THE $7.5 million reservoir 


is filled, he says, the forest preserve 


district, which will install most of the 
recreational facilities, plans to have it 
drained 
through the dams down- 


stream. 


It is a process that will take weeks, 


Doeringsfeld says. 


The forest preserve then plans to 


poison off the "rough fish," he says, 
and after the lake is refilled, it will be 
stocked with game fish. 


The reservoir work is the major 


part of the flood control project. Even 
after it is finished, the Soil and Water 
Conservation District will be doing 
channel work upstream. 


Doeringsfeld will not be as involved 


in that work. When the lake projct is 
completed, he will have more time to 
spend on other flood projects through- 
out the area. 


But he said he thinks of the future 


and what the lake will hold, and he 
said he thinks it will remain some- 
thing special to him. 


"You can take your grandchildren 


out," he said, "and say, 'I had a hand 
in that.' "

Americans tried an estimated 9% 


million times to telephone the Oval 
Office Saturday, but most of the lucky 
42 who won President Carter's ear for 
a few minutes think it was all worth 
the effort. 


They were "honored, pleased" and 


"satisfied" with the experience. And 
so, it seemed, was the President. 


After two hours of unprecendented 


grilling from the electorate, Carter 
confided to CBS correspondent Walter 
Cronkite over -nationwide radio that 
his inclination "would be to do this 
again in the future." 


DALE BUTKOVITZ. 31, a truck 


driver from Peru, 111., who asked Car- 
ter about coffee prices Saturday, 
agreed the "Ask President Carter" 
talk show broadcast on CBS was 


"really a good thing. Il/ helps the 
people keep in touch with their Presi- 
dent. I can't see any better way of 
knowing what's going on about your 
government than hearing it from the 
President himself." 


An estimated 9 million to 9.5 million 


attempts were made to phone Carter 
during the hours lines were open to 
the talk show. 


W h i t e House spokesman John 


Drummond said this did. not represent 
the number of individuals who tried to 
call, however, since many citizens 
tried 10 or more times to beat the 
busy signal on the toll-free number. 


Joseph Willman, the first caller to 


reach the Oval Office, said afterward 
at his home in Sterling Heights, 
Mich., that he did not vote for Carter 
last November, "but so far I'm kind 


of 
kicking myself. 
He's 
coming 


through with this closeness to the 
people and other little things."

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4,000 feared dead in Romanian quake 


B U C H A R E S T , 
R o m a n i a 


(UPD—The government and people of 
Romania struggled Sunday to recover 
from the earthquake that devastated 
this Eastern European capital. Hospi- 
tal officials said 4,000 or more persons 
died in the disaster, which may have 
left more than 80,000 persons home- 
less. 


Romania appealed to the United 


States and the United Nations to send 
medical supplies and other relief. 


The government, counting the casu- 


alties with strictest caution, officially 
confirmed 746 dead, most of them in 
this stunned capital. Another 5,692 
persons were injured, nearly half of 
them seriously. 


But hospital officials and foreign 


medical students working in the city's 
40 hospitals estimated the toll of dead 
would go over 4,000. They said 1,000 
dead were in one hospital alone. 


F O R E I G N MINISTER Manea 


Macovescu summoned U.S. Ambassa- 


dor Harry G. Barnes Jr. and formally 
requested American medicine and 
medical supplies, some of which prob- 
ably will be sent from Italy. Barnes 
offered $25,000 worth of aid Saturday, 
France and West Germany also were 
expected to help. 


In Washington, a spokesman for the 


U.S. Agency for International Devel- 
opment said its office of foreign dis- 
aster assistance was reviewing Ro- 
mania's request for antibiotics, medi- 
cines and medical equipment. A sim- 


ilar request went to the United Na- 
tions, he said. 


The government said-12,073 apart- 


ment units or houses, 195 factories 
and 311 barns were destroyed or dam- 
aged heavily in the earthquake Friday 
night, which registered 7.2 on the 
Richter scale. 


But Western diplomats said 20,000 


apartments in Bucharest alone were 
destroyed or damaged so badly they 
were uninhabitable. About a dozen 
buildings collapsed. 


The earthquake, apparently cen- 


tered 60 miles below the earth at a 
point 65 miles northeast of Bucharest 
and felt in a wide path from Rome to 
Moscow, was the worst .to-hit this re- 
gion since 1922. 


DIPLOMATS ESTIMATED at least 


80,000 persons in Bucharest were 
homeless, along with probably thou- 
sands of others elsewhere along the 
path of the quake's shock waves.

Busse Woods reservoir under way 
Rain drops keep building up a lake 


by JOHN LAMPINEN 


Bill Doeringsfeld gazed out the win- 


dow of the helicopter and watched a 
lake being born. 


The glass was streaked with rain, a 


light drizzle that wouldn't even cancel 
a ballgame. 


But it was falling over 32,000 acres 


of subdivisions and parking lots and 
highways in places like Palatine and 
Inverness and Hoffman Estates. By 
the time if all reaches the lake, the 
drizzle will have added up to millions 
of gallons of water. 


DOERINGSFELD NODDED toward 


a black mound on the left and spoke 
into the mouthpiece of the helicopter's 
intercom. 


That's most of the dirt excavated to 


form the Busse Woods Reservoir, he 
said, and it will become the winter 
sports hill. 


Doeringsfeld is the resident engi- 


neer at the Illinois Dept. of Trans- 
portation Division of Water Resources 
office in Schaumburg. 


AND HE IS married to this project. 
The project, which is part of the Salt 


Creek Watershed flood control plan, 
eventually will transform the 589- 
manmade lake into a recreation area, 
complete with boating, fishing, pic- 
nicking and hiking. 


"By this fall," Doeringsfeld said, 


"this whole thing should be in oper- 
ation." 


He remembers when it all was just 


getting started, when the first dirt 
was dug away back in late 1973. Back 
then, when he took flights over the 
area, it was all trees. 


"THAT'S WHY I'm so interested in 


the project. You become married to 
the project." he said. "Oh, the wild- 
life that's going to be out here when 
this is done, it's going to be fantas- 
tic." 


The excavation work and the con- 


struction of the three dams in the 
3,600-acre Busse Woods area in Elk 
Grove Township was completed last 
fall. Since then, it's been a matter of 
waiting for the rain to fill up the lake. 


When filled, it will have a max- 


imum 10-foot depth, and Doeringsfeld 
says about three feet of water is 
needed. 


"I WOULD SAY when we get two 


inches of rain, it will be filled up," he 
said. "It's hard to say. It could be 
tomorrow if the rain keeps up. You 
don't know." 


The reason only two inches of rain 


are needed is that those two inches 
would cover the 32,000 acres that 
m a k e up the watershed, which 
soreads from Inverness and Palatine 
to the north to Hoffman Estates and 
Schaumburg on the southwest. 


Most of the rain that falls into that 


area eventually drains southeast. It 
used to be that it would flood Elk 
Grove Village. Now, the dams will 
Iran it in the reservoir. 


If it rains in Inverness today, Doe- 


ringsfeld points out, most of that wa- 
ter will be in the lake tomorrow or by 
the day after tomorrow. 


AFTER THE $7.5 million reservoir 


is filled, he says, the forest preserve 


district, which will install most of the 


rrecreational facilities, plans to have it 
drained through the dams down- 
stream. 


It is a process that will take weeks, 


Doeringsfeld says. 


The forest preserve then plans to 


poison off the "rough fish," he says, 
and after the lake is refilled, it will be 
stocked with game fish. 


The reservoir work is the major 


part of the flood control project. Even 
after it is finished, the Soil and Water 
Conservation District will be doing 
channel work upstream. 


Doeringsfeld will not be as involved 


in that work. When the lake projct is 
completed, he will have more time to 
spend on other flood projects through- 
out the area. 


But he said he thinks of the future 


and what the lake will hold, and he 
said he thinks it will remain some- 
thing special to him. 


"You can take your grandchildren 


out," he said, "and say, 'I had a hand 
in that.' " 


42 callers enjoy chat with Carter

^Americans tried an estimated S% 
million times to telephone the Oval 
Office Saturday, but most of the lucky 
42 who won President Carter's ear for 
a few minutes think it was all worth 
the effort, 


They were "honored, pleased" and 


"satisfied" with the experience. And 
so, it seemed, was the President. 


After two hours of unprecendented 


grilling from the electorate, Carter 
confided to CBS correspondent Walter 
Cronkite over nationwide radio that 
his inclination "would be to do this 
again in the future." 


DALE BUTKOVITZ, 31, a truck 


driver from Peru, 111., who asked Car- 
ter about coffee prices Saturday, 
agreed the "Ask President Carter" 
talk show broadcast on CBS was 


"really a good thing. It helps the 
people keep in touch with their Presi- 
dent. I can't see any better way of 
knowing what's going on about your 
government than hearing it from the 
Presidentjiimself." 


An estimated 9 million to 9.5 million 


attempts were made to phone Carter 
during the hours lines were open to 
the talk show. 


W h i t e House spokesman John 


Drummond said this did not represent 
the number of individuals who tried to 
call, however, since many citizens 
tried 10 or more times to beat the 
busy signal on the toll-free number. 


Joseph Willman, the first caller to 


reach the Oval Office, said afterward 
at his home in Sterling Heights, 
Mich., that he did not vote for Carter 
last November, "but so -far I'm kind 


of kicking myself. He's 'coming 
through with this closeness to the 
people and other little things." 


RITA KARATJAS' question on dn>i> 


ping the tax on unearned income 
stumped the President, but the Joliet, 
111., housewife was sympathetic., 


"I was happy to be able to talk to 


the President. I was a little dis- 
appointed he couldn't address himself 
to the problem, but I understand 
why." 


"I thoughfit (the program) was ter- 


rific," she said. "I'd like to see him 
do this at least once a month." 


Nick Kniska, a 16-year-old Lanham, 


Md., high school student who asked a 
question about son Chip Carter that 
resulted in the President's statement
